Expert Gave the Fifteen Thou sand 
Spectators a Thrill Which They Are 
Net Lik eiy Seen to Forget. 


Indianapolis, Ju ne 1G.—Flying in the 
air 100 feet from the grou nd with the 
wind blowing in a gu st, wras the feat 
performed by Aviator Brook ins at the 
Speedway. 
Every movement of the 
wind sent a thrill throu gh the 15,000 
people present and there was a cry of 
horror at one time when for a minu te 
the aviator appeared to have lost con­ 
trol in the wind, bu t his machine was 
qu ick ly righted and moved in the rap­ 
idly increasing gale with the ease of 
a bird. 
The aviator’s chief trou ble was to 
k eep his machine before the wind or 
with it, as he was obliged to move 
. e or less in circles, and when the 
cc u ght him on the side or he was 
forced t< 
breast it squ arely, he got 
into trou ble. 
Everyone seemed to k now that the 
storm was coming and the Wright 
brothers themselves semed to qu estion 
the expediency if not the safety of a 
flight in tne face of the storm. 
They 
went ou t into the field, look ed u p at 
the sk y, shook their heads and con­ 
ferred qu ietly together, tak ing care 
that no one shou ld hear what they had 
to say. 
They did reach a conclu sion 
bu t it was reported throu gh the crowd 
that they had conclu ded to leave it to 
their men whether or not the flight 
shou ld be attempted. 
W alter Brook ins was the only one 
who did not look sk yward with dou bt­ 
ing eyes, and in a few’ minu tes he came 
to the men« sail with his machine and 
it was seen that he was going to try 
the flight. The biplane started u p and 
shot across the cou rse and then went 
squ arely into the wind, which 
was 
blowing not less than thirty miles an 
hou r. 
For a qu arter of a mile the bi­ 
plane appeared to be carried forward 
by the gaie, and then the aviator cir 
cled sou thward, still moving at a ter 
rifle speed. 
From a hard fight he changed to an 
easy, wind-borne flight u ntil he swu ng 
arou nd for the sou th tu rn. 
Then the 
crowd got its first thrill of the day 
Brook ins’s engine was heard to lose 
the shots of the exhau st, the big hi 
plane tilted and plu nged downward 
Brook ins welcomed the retu rn report 
of his engine, the propellers whirred 
he tilted his wings to catch the wind 
and shot sk yward again. 
The crowd 
in the stands shu ddered, bu t the inci 
dent was so soon over that it felt its 
heart pu lses change to thrills of ad 
m iration almost instantly. 
The navigator went bravely into the 
wind again and circled the big field 
several times, finally landing with all 
the ease that expert handling cou ld 
accomplish. 
Brook ins made another attem pt late 
in the day to break his altitu de record 
of 4,384*6 feet made on Monday, when 
he smashed the world’s record, bu t he 
was u nsu ccessfu l. 
He w'as in the air 
nineteen minu tes and forty seconds 
bu t reached a height of only 1,420 
feet.

It is of the utmost importance that 
farmers and seed dealers should fa- 
maliarize themselves with the dodder, 
otherwise the matter may be talked 
and written about endlessly and no 
headway will be made in exterminat­ 
ing the plant from the fields, or in 
guarding against the use 
of 
seed 
containing dodder, according 
to 
a 
bulletin 
from 
Purdue 
University.. 
Strictly avoid dodder-infested seed. 
A purchaser of seed is apt at any 
time to buy seed containing dodder, 
unless he has thoroughly examined 
the seed or has had it examined for 
him. 
The cheaper the lower grades 
of seed, with which some farmers 
unfortunately are satisfied, are very 
likely to contain 
dodder and many 
other kinds of weed seeds, as well as 
a large percentage of inert matter 
and dead seed. 
Farm ers and dealers 
shcpi|d become aqppsfomed to the use 
of a magnifying glgp$„j know com­ 
mon weed seed impurities and make 
tests for themselves. 
Thus, if the 
farmers buys 011 sample as he should; 
examine his 
samples 
himself, and 
finds suitable seed, he can without 
delay purchase his supply from the 
same bulk lot from which the good 
sample came. 
Insist on samples be­ 
ing made up of seed from different 
parts of sacks or bin; 
otherwise 
samples will not he representative of 
the bulk lots. 
Though every pre­ 
caution may have been taken to ob­ 
tain dodder-free 
seed, 
yet 
a few 
seeds may have escaped notice and 
may therefore be present. 
Thus the 
clover 
or 
alfalfa 
field 
will be 
“ spotted” with dodder. 
Root up ev­ 
erything on the “ spots” 
and 
burn 
without moving, or remoye and burn 
if there is no danger 
of 
scattering 
seed. 
Get fa r enough out from the 
borders of the, “ spots” to make sure 
that all the 
dodder 
is 
destroyed. 
Small pieces of plants left continue 
to grow. 
Should a field have become 
generally infested, it is advisable to 
plow up the clover field before dod­ 
der seed is formed. Let the succeed­ 
ing crop be a cultivated, non-legu- 
minous one. Work out of the ground 
any dodder seed that may be there, 
by encouraging them to sprout, and 
killing the seedlings by cultivation. 
Should seed have matured before the 


crop can he plowed under, burn the 
crop over, then plow and follow* with 
a cultivated crop. 
Instead of cither 
plowing or burning, shallow cultiva­ 
tion, followed by a cultivated crop 
kept, thoroughly clean, may be re­ 
sorted to. 
Here the plan is to cause 
the seeds to germinate and to de­ 
stroy the seedlings. 
Any 
use 
de­ 
sired may be made of the stand of 
clover on the ground, providing it is 
cut for hay, pastured or plowed un­ 
der before the seed is formed. Stub­ 
ble in tlie infested field must be plow­ 
ed under without delay. 
It should he 
distinctly understood that dodder is 
the worst plant enemy that alfalfa 
has, and that every effort should be 
made to guard against dodder infes­ 
tation; 
in fact weeds of any de­ 
scription in alfalfa fields are decid­ 
edly detrimental to the production of 
the best crops.

Farmers in Decatur county who 
have given over their lands as game 
preserves are being confronted with

An Automobile Plow 


An automobile plow is now in use 
on the Graham farms, north of the 
city, says a dispatch from Washing­ 
ton, Ind. 
The automobile has a radiator and 
fans for cooling 
the 
engines, 
the 
same as other autos. 
It is propelled 
with gasoline, and magneto sparks 
explode the gas. It has four wheels, 
the front wheels about four feet high 
and the rear wheels eight feel high. 
The rear wheels are about 18 inches 
wide, enabling the 
auto 
to 
travel 
through soft earth without miring 
deeply. 
Behind tile auto is drawn a gang of 
eight plows, plowing a strip ten feet 
wide each trip across the farm. 
The 
auto, when plowing, travels 
at 
a 
speed of two and a half to three 
miles an hour. 
After the first trip 
across the farm 
it 
automatically 
guides itself, and if the field be free 
from stumps, it could be started at 
one end of the farm, a mile or two 
long, and without any 
one accom­ 
panying it and do the work perfectly. 
Plowing 30 acres is regarded as 
an average day’s work for the m a­ 
chine. 
Thirty horses and 15 men 
would be necessary to do the same 
work. 
Only $4 of gasoline is requir­ 
ed to feed the engine a day while in 
operation. 
All of 
Graham’s 
1600 
acres are in two hundred acre farms. 
The auto plows, therefore, travel a 
long distance before making turns. 
This is said to be the first practical 
test of the auto plow in Indiana.

San Fran cisco, Ju n e 16. — Gov ern or 
Oillett has ordered the attorn ey gen ­ 
eral of the state to u se the fu ll force 
of his office to stop the proposed Jef- 
fries-John son prize fight, which was to 
hav e taken place here on Ju ly 4. The 
in stru ction s from the gov ern or, con ­ 
tain ed in a letter to M. S. Webb, the 
attorn ey gen eral, was followed by a 
statem en t from Gillett in which he em­ 
phatically asserted that the fight cou ld 
n ot take place in Californ ia. This was 
followed by an in terv iew with Mr. 
Webb in which he stated that the gov ­ 
ern or’s in stru ction s wou ld be followed 
to the letter. 
Comin g as it did u n ex pectedly , the 
mov e to stop the fight created a sen ­ 
sation an d for a time there was con ­ 
fu sion amon g the sportin g con tin gen t 
At first they regarded the whole thin g 
as a blu ff, bu t after the gov ern or had 
talked ov er the 
lon g-distan ce 
tele­ 
phon e from Sacramen to they came to 
the con clu sion that he was in deadly 
earn est. 
Tex Rickard was abou t the first to 
grasp the tru e mean in g of it all, an d 
he an n ou n ced that 
he had stopped 
work on the big aren a an d that he, as 
the chief promoter of the fight, had n o 
in ten tion of bu ckin g the gov ern or. He 
in tim ated that the fight wou ld proba­ 
bly be tran sferred to Nev ada or Salt 
Lake City . 
Nev ada is most likely to 
be selected, as prize fightin g is n ot 
con trary to law there. 
Jeffries was told of the gov ern or’s 
action an d wou ld r.ot at first believ e it. 
He in sisted that some m istake had 
been made an d that he wou ld wait for 
official n otification . 
On bein g assu red 
that the report was au then tic, Jeff re­ 
su med: 
“If the n ews is right I will 
con tin u e train in g u n til 1 hear from 
Rickard an d 6 leason . 
After tLat my 
action s will be gu ided by their plan s. 
If they wan t u s to fight elsewhere I 
su ppose we will hav e to, bu t that will 
be u p to tFe promoters.” 
Jack John son took the gov ern or’s de­ 
cision philosophically . He said with a 
grin ihat showed all his gold teeth: 
“I am ready to go to an y part of the 
world to defen d my title, prov idin g the 
con test can n ot be held here. 
Go to 
Nev ada? Su re. I will go there or an y 
other place that Jeff agrees to go, Salt 
Lake, Au stralia an d Kin gdom Come. 
Thou gh I don ’t su ppose either Jeff or 
my self wou ld be at ou r n est in a high 
altitu de, after train in g at sea lev el.” 
In case the cou rts refu se to gran t 
the in ju n ction , the gov ern or directs 
the attorn ey gen eral to proceed again st 
the promoters, fighters an d other par­ 
ties in terested, u n der the pen al law 
which makes prize fightin g a felon y . 
Iff his letter Gillett say s that the 
district attorn ey of San Fran cisco has 
told him he can n ot take action , an d 
Gillett has n otified the attorn ey gen ­ 
eral to su persede the San Fran cisco 
attorn ey an d take action for the pre­ 
v en tion of the fight. 
The gov ern or 
assu res the attorn ey gen eral of the 
co-operation of the gov ern or’s office. 
The action of Gillett was a sad blow 
to the sports of ’Frisco, bu t what they 
don ’t kn ow is that the gov ern or’s han d 
was forced from W ashin gton . 
The 
gov ern or say s that he has become con ­ 
v in ced that the fight will be a prize 
fight an d n ot a box in g con test, an d for 
that reason as prize fightin g is de­ 
clared by the law to be a felon y , he 
feels it his du ty to stop the con test. 
This is the gov ern or’s official position . 
Bu t the real reason that prompted 
him to take this action was a tele­ 
graphic 
warn in g he receiv ed 
from 
Con gressman Ben n ett of the foreign 
affairs committee. 
Ben n ett said that 
u n less the gov ern or stopped the fight 
San Fran cisco n eed n ot hope to secu re 
the Pan am a fair. 
The same dispatch 
from Ben n ett was receiv ed by W. R. 
W heeler, presiden t of the chamber of 
commerce. 
This u ltimatu m made the 
gov ern or take qu ick action , especially 
as it was secon ded by dispatches from 
the Californ ia con gressmen an d sen a­ 
tors. 
On the other side the bu sin ess 
an d hotel men here are u p in arm s be­ 
cau se of the action , as they don ’t ap­ 
preciate the dan ger of the city losin g 
the Pan ama fair. 
Governor Gillett is ev idently deter­ 
mined to put an end to prize fighting 
in this state, for later he sent a mes­ 
sage to the attorney general authoriz­ 
ing Mm to stop the Langford-Kaufman 
fight nex t Saturday in ’Frisco.
